Aiken, 8. Carolina, Feb. 19, 1895. 

Dkar Advocate :— Your "Local 
Editor"away down here in the"Sunny 
South" forced as he was to uuceremo- 
neously vacate his position 
"The Best Journal in Eastern 
Kentucky," from sheer force of habit, 
cannot keep himself from writing a 
line or two to the paper he loves so 
well. Will you allow me to tell you 
something of the nourishing little city 
ih which I am for the present sojourn- 
ing?

The Curious Achievement of a 
French Inventor.
